Having known the General (?) be- 
fore the Crimean war, and during that 
event, I Bend you the following history 
from memory. 


Ardoisa Drouot Clnieret, who gerved in 


the 19th Algerian Zouaves, in the Crimea, 
and who, in connexion with Gen. Dora- 
broweki, has usurped the powers and di- 
rection of tbe Communal revolution in 
Paris, it known throughout France by the 
"8obriq.uet" of "on renegat veritable" (a 
veritable renegade.) 


He is said to have sprung from a good 


family, and to have received as good an 
early education as his restless tempera* 
ment permitted. At tbe proper age bo 
became a pupil of the military school at St 
Cjr, where his reckless habits were forever 
involving himself, his schoolmates, and 
his master* in difficulties. To got rid of 
him the Professors procured his appoint- 
ment to a Sous-Lieutenancy in the lino, 
long before bo finished his military educa- 
tion. This grade was so repugnant to tbo 
ambitious ideas of Clusoret, that he be- 
came ozas perated, and refused obedience 
to his superior officers, and was conse- 
quently sent under arrest to Dunkerqup,

Brunei, Valleo, Amoraanz, and others of 
like position, to spread death, devastation, 
privation and sorrow throughout unhappy 
France, and to crown the whole bloody 
drama by a Vandalic demolition of the glo- 
rious memorials of the magnificent city, U 
beyond comprehension, and sufficiently 
mysterious to astonish the civilized world.

t rino early, at thu time of the year 


about 5:30; in summer half an hour, or 
even an hour, earlier. Immediately, with 
very little lucumberance of clothing, I 
begin a scried of exercises, for the moat 
part designed to expand the cheat, and at 
ho samo titao c*ti into notion all lliu 
rauscku »cd nrtioulatioBS «f the body. 
These are performed with dumb belle, the 
very lightest, covered with flannel; with 
ft pole, a horizontal bar, and a light chair 
swung around my head. After a full 
dour and sometimes more, passed in thia 
manner, I bathe from head to foot. "When 
at my place in the country, I sometimes 
shorten my exercises in the chamber, and 
going out occupy myself for half an hour 
or more in gome work wbioh require* 
brisk exercises. Afrer my bath, if break- 
fast be not ready, I sit down to my studies 
until I am called. 


My breakfast is a simple one—hominy 


and ciilk, or, in place of hominy, brown 
bread, or oat-meal, or wheaten grits, and, 
m the season, baked sweet apples. Buck- 
wheat cakes I do not decline, nor any 
other article of vegetable food, but animal 
food I never take at breakfast. Tea and 
coffee I never tuko at any time. Some- 
times I take a cup of chocolate, which has 
no narcotic effect, and agrees with me 
very well. At breakfast I often take 
fruit, either in its natural state or freshly 
stewed. 


After breakfast I occupy myself with 


my studieg, and then, when, in town, I 
walk down to the office of tbe Evening 
Post, nearly three miles, and after about 
three hours, return, always walking, what- 
ever be the weather or state of the street*. 
In the country I am engaged m my liter- 
ary tasks till a feeling of weariness drive* 
me out into the open air, and I go upon 
my farm ot into tho garden, and pruno the 
trees, or perform some other work about 
them which they need, and then go back 
to my books. I do not often drive oat, 
preferring to walk. 


In.tte country I dine early, and it ia 


only at that meal that I take c:*her meat 


ng, I will only eay that the wealth of his 
rotber, acquired by his marriage, re- 
eased him from custody.

Mydrink 
is water, yet I sometimes, though rarely, 
take a glass of wine. I am a natural tem- 
perance man. finding myself rather con- 
fused than exhilerated by wine. I never 
meddle with tobacco, except to quarrel 
with its use. 


That I may rise early, I, of course go to 


bed early; in town, as early as 10; in the 
country somewhat earlier. 
For many 


years I have avoided in tho evening tvory 
kind of literacy occupation which tasks 
the fiMultiea, such as composition, even to 
the writing of Jetters, for the reason that 
it excites the nervous system and pre- 
vents sound sleep. 


My brother told me not long cincd that 


he had seen in a Chicago newspaper, and 
several other Western journal*, a para- 
graph in which it was s^ud that I am in 
tbe habit of taking quinine as a stimu- 
lant; that I have depended upon the ex- 
citement it produces m writing my verses; 
and that, in consequence of using it in 
that way, I had become as deaf as a post. 
As to my deafness, you know that to be 
fake, and the rest of tbe story is equally 
HO. I abominate all drugs and narcotics, 
and bare always carefully avoided every- 
thing which spurs nature to exertion* 
which it would 
not otherwise make. 


Even with my food I do not take the 
usual condiments, such as pepper and the 
like.

A CONTAGIOUS AND rEClTLIABLY TOUBLE- 


SOMK DISEASE. 


(John Jameson, M.D., in Toronto Leader.; 
The extract published in your paper of 
.-«••• instant cautioning the public 
the 8th 
against the prevalence of contagions sy- 
cosis, or barber's itch, was not given a 
moment too soon. Few but physician* 
are aware how common this form of cutan- 
eous disease already in in thu and sur- 
rounding countries. It exists, of course, 
more or less in all great cities, bnt it seems 
to me noteworthy tii&t while passing down 
a single i-treec—Fifth street—to-day, I 
noticed no fewer than five distinctly mark- 
ed cBiOs, two of them being particularly 
bad. In one case the whitened ecalee and 
diseased skm extended from the chin up- 
ward by the verge of tho whisker to the 
left eye, threatening to estend to ths eye- 
brow and lashes. The fact that 
tbe 


active principle of tbe irruption U crypt- 
agamous ia the reason of it* rapid and bnt 
little understood spread. Once in the sys- 
tem it* cure is not perhaps difficult, bat m. 
most oases demands much attention and 
care. The introduction of the smallest 
particle or follicle bom a razor to the 
healthiest chin will communicate the dis- 
ease, because where the pellicle U irrated 
the hair is never and never can be cut, 
microscopically speaking, sufficiently close 
to provtnt a lodgment. I differ from tha 
opinion expressed in the article you copy- 
in one point—where hot water will not 
properly cleanse a razor. The water should 
be boiling and the razor dipped for at lout 
one minute, and then carefull/ wiped with 
a soft toweL 


The beat and most effective plauia, of 


course, to keep a private razor and all other 
necenariea for shaving. Tbe fioV how- 
ever, ia that this is but rarely dona, and 
onr barber shops are, therefore, a Terr hot- 
tod of a painful and disgusting entaaaona 
disease. I night add that, in Hi -wont 
form, tbe barber's itch ipreads to the srm- 
piU, and then become* almost iatolmbU.

SPEECH OP REV. JOHN PEATK. 


The spiaker said we have come together 


-o-day to do honor to the dead who fell in 
he ranks of the regiments which went 
rom this section, of the country. We are 
not alone in onr mourning to-day; all 
>ver the country, from tho shores of Maine 
o the Pacific slope, wherever there are 
soldiers' gravel and monuments, a mourn- 
ng people are- bedewing tbe green mounds 
if dead heroes with tears and flowers, and 
lecking stately monuments, reared to 
heir memory, with floral offerings.

ng in graves known only to God, 
perhaps on the Rocky Mountain sidei and 
u the lagoons and tangled swamps of tho 
South. Not only now ars tbo dead hon- 
ored, but iu oldan times tbe ancieuts re- 
vered the resting-places of tho dead. AU 
along the banks of the Nile, in Greece, 
Rome, Paris and London are pyramids, 
obelisks aud monuments reared to the 
memory of departed heroes. 


The speaker in aliu-iiug to tho bravery 


of our troops, said ho had te»n saldicrs in 
all the divisions of the globe, the bust that 
aad ever rairchod to buttle, but ho hnd 
never seen auy that equalled our own 
bravo boys. They had gono out to tbe 
war untutored iu ormi and military man 
oouvres, thinking there was to be no oppo" 
tition, but they had fouud thoir mistake, 
aud had mot tho stand of the rebels like 
veterans, and after a long and bloody 
struggle had hurled them from our bor- 
ders and driven them to their knees in 
subjeotiou. Our soldiers have established 
a peace which we must preserve. 


\fter the conclusion of Mr. Peate's 


speech the band gave more music, end the 
President introduced as the nuxt orator, 
S. 0. T. Dodd, Esq, of Franklin, who 
delivered the following oration :

FELLOW CrmtCNs—As I listen to-day 


to tha sounds of martial musio, and gaze 
upon the banners of our country unfurled 
iu the breeze, and hoar tho measured tread 
of those who learned to keep step in the 
armies of the Union, my mind reverts to 
the few short years ago whou our streets 
were accustomed to this "pomp and pan- 
oply," but unior different circumstances. 
Then the drum was brought out to beat 
np recruits. Our country was in danger, 
and called for her sons to battle for,her 
safety. The flig was unfurled, and bravo 
boys rallied around it to defend it, and ii 
need be to die for it. We assembled to 
bid them good-bye aa they left for the 
field. We clasped their hands in ours 
and onr prayer) went up to the God o 
battles for their return victorious and in 
safety. Our hearts went wi-h them in the 
long march, ia the camp, find in the "im- 
minent doadly breach." They were the 
subjects of onr thought?, our conversation 
and onr songs. 


Who oau iorget tho anilcm- longing for 


news of them, the rush for papers when 
the mail oame in, the besieging of the tele- 
graph office when a battle waa expected, 
the

announced—and then the anxious inquiry, 
"Our boys, were they in the fight, how did 
they behave, are any killed, -are any 
wounded ?" Who can forget the long 
days of suspense as the lists of killed and 
wounded came slowly in, and we ran ovor 
them for the names of husbands, fathers, 
sons and brothers, for any that we knew, 
for any from Venango county—for they 
were brothers to us then—they wore all 
"our boya ?" Who can forget the joy that 
thrilled through every fibre of hia frame 
when at 
laat the news came 
that 


"tho 
cruel war is over," that our 


armies had entered Richmond, "onr 
boys" in the front, that bloody vic- 
tory had brought us white-robed Peace. 
And then again the drum and the fife 
were heard ia onr streets, tho flags were 
thrown to the breeze, wo assembled to 
welcome our boys' bank, and as we took 
tlicm by the hand wo promised ever to 
hold them in grateful recollection. 


Bat, alas! many came not back again. 


Some fighting in tho ranks, fell at tho very 
moment of victory. Some, 


" Cn the Iqit battle, bnme down by the flying, 
"Where mingled war's rattle with (froafls of the 


d>- ng," 


yielded up their lives; some died of disease 
in tbe, camp, some of starvation in the 
priion. And to-day we ure asiembled to 
decorate their graves, to scatter flowers 
over tbeir tombj, and bang weratbs jipon 
their monuments. Thus wo honor the 
dead, and keep groen in memory the re- 
collection of their deed'. 


Can we Who knew them ever forget 


them ? C.in you, tbeir comr'ades, who 
stand here to-day, who ehared with them 
the march, tho bivouac, the tent, tho battle, 
the defuat, tho victory, over ce«9a to re- 
member them ? As ycu guxa upou that 
monument crowned \vith our country's 
emblem, whose whiteness reftocU the first 
rays of tho morning sun and glistens with 
radiance in iu last beams, and read tbe 
names of tho<o who for their country died, 
inscribed npon it, what memories must it 
bring to each 01.0 of you ! One was with 
you during tho bloody seven days. An- 
other tell from your ranks in the fight in 
che Wilderness. Another received his 
fatal wound in your wild charge at Look- 
out Mountain. Another died with sick- 
ness when you laid in the swamps at Vicks- 
bnrg. Another was captured in your glo- 
rious march to tho sea. Thig one was by 
your side when you went into the battle, 
you loat him iu the conflict, you never 
met again. That one yon helped carry 
back when the fatal shot wad fired, you 
wiped the^death-damp from his brow, you 
received his last message for his mother. 
Thus each name brings its recollections, 
the whole panorama of the war ia unrolled 
before you, and in memory you fight your 
battles o'er again.

thay hold peculiarly eaered—brothur?, 
fathers, husbands and sons. It brings to 
their minds anew that dreirlfnl time 
when there came news of a battlo.

The bells were 
ringing. The guns wore firing. You re- 
joiced with the rest. But you ssid, "my 
boy must have been in that battle, is there 
news of him?" At length it oamo, the 
sad 
announcement, wounded, missing, 


killed. Abl when our glad rejoicings for 
victory rang out on the air, how many 
thera were whoso hearts beat only with 
grief for the loved and loat. 


>'o! wo con never, forget the brave boys 


who fell in the bloody field. Our fond 
recollections of them, our unfailing lovfc 
for them, our gratitude for their valued 
services, our honor of their noble doedf, 
brings us together to-day, to decorate 
anew their monuments, and scatter fresh 
flowers upon their tombs. It is not now 
tho call of a common danger that causes 
us to assemble here, but the promptings of 
a common love. 


But a few years have passed since the 


>rave men vhom this monument com- 
memorates marched at the call of thoir 
country. Yet all to-day is peace. No 
tread of hostile armies is in our borders, 
no war-cloud obscures oar sky, no shock 
of contending battalions shakes our soil. 
•The war-drum beats no longer, aud the 
battle-flags are furled/' O ir Union is 
preserved, and our country arising anew, 


.ife a giant refreshed after his labors, 
presses on to broader aims, to nobler 
achievements and to a srrunder destiny 
Lban our imaginations hnd before con- 
ceived. 


And shall we not honor the heroes, liv- 


ing or dead, whose brave hearts and 
strong arms secured for us this peace? 
A.yel let each heart be a mausoleum 
where their memories shall be enihrined. 


And while -we thus recount the scenes 


of the war, and honor those who fought, 
and -weep for those who fell, let ua pray 
that the peace we now enjoy may not 'be 
disturbed, that Gjd who "made and pre< 
cerved m a nation," may give to us as a 
people such wisdom and charity that 
ge«d will Bud harmony may prevail in 
all our councils, and that our laws may 
bo founded on conciliation and generosity, 
rather than hatred and revenge. 
And 


curbed ba the man, live ho North or 
South, who for partisan purposes or sel- 
fi«h end* strives again to breed dissen- 
sions or fostor. feelings of discord and ill- 
will between the members of this once- 
severed, but now blood-cemented Uuiou. 


The cuntom wliioh has called us togeth- 


er to-day, of annually dscorating the 
monument of the dead soldiers of Venango 
county, 10 a beautiful and appropriate one, 
ttnd I hope each succeeding year will ace 
tha living comrades of these dead heroes, 
aud all citizens of tho county wbo share 
tho benefits of their daring deeds, assem- 
bled around this beautiful monument to 
renew their offices of remembrance and 
affection. We decorate it iu testimony of 
our kind remembrance of those whose 
mmes are hero inscribed, whether they 
were hi^h in command; or but privates in 
the Army of the Union. We decorate it 
in honor of It mo and of Hayi, whose 
praise: are oa every ton«ue, and who were 
*' our boys," raised in our valleys and who 
imbibed tbeir noble courage and renowned 
dariog with our mountain air; and in hon- 
or, as well, of many whoso names tbe world 
knows not, but wboKO stories will be told 
by sire to con for many long years among 
our hills. Wo decorate it in honor of all 
who fought aud fell in the service of their 
ooutitrj'. Wherever their bones may bo 
reposing to-dny, green bo the turf, and 
fresh the flowers above tboir sleeping dust. 


'.' Each lonely scsna shall them restore, 


For them the tear be duly shed, 


Beloved till lit? cf>n charm no more, 


And mourned till Plty'd self be dead." 


Bub do not forget that wo have a nobler 


duty to perform in behalf of these heroes. 
When their country called them to the 
field we promised them they tthould not be 
forgotten; that if they returned the na- 
tion, and we, as individuals, would honor 
and cherish them; and what was of more 
importance, that if they fell, - those who 
were dear to them and .depended npon 
them, should become the wards of a grate- 
ful poople wbo would take care of them. 
Have we, citizsna of Venango county, 
fulfilled our promise ? Are there not crip- 
pled and disabled soldiers in our county, 
who have left their limbs, their health and 


their strength in the field, and who to-day 
are in need of the necessaries of life? 
Are there not living in. our midst in 
penury and want tho aged, parents, 
widowed wives, and helpless children of 
these dead soldiers whom we have assem- 
bled here to honor ? Our country does' 
nobly in the matter of bounties, pensions 
and orphan schools, but it is of tea far from 
enough. We- advance many soldiers to 
political

they 
are 


not 
always 
cither 
tho 
bravest 


or the best. Let this occasion bring auew 
to our minds our duty in this matter. Our 
ceremonies to-day arc but an insult to the 
dead, if wo are neglecting those they have 
left behind. Acts of kindness and churity 
to their disabled comrades i\nd to tbeir 
needy and helpless parenta, wives aud 
children, are sweeter offerings to tho 
memory of departed heross than tha fairest 
flowers we can scatter npon their graves, 
or the greenest wreaths wo can hang upon 
their tombs.
